The Ministers reaffirmed their determination to invoke 
the Rio Treaty in order to counter immediately and 
effectively by whatever means may be necessary, Ancluding 
the use of armed forces, any threat from the Castro- 
communist regime or the Sino-Soviet bloc powers to the 
safety of any American Republic or the peace and security of 
the Hemisphere. 

Finally, the Foreign Ministers continue to look forward | 


to the time when the freedom-loving people of Cuba will 


establish in this sister republic a government compatible 
with the purposes and principles of the inter-American 
system, which will be quickly recognized, assisted and 


welcomed back to the family of nations.
